ployees of the executive branch of the United States Govern- 
ment in the enjoyment of their constitutional rights, to 
prevent unwarranted governmental invasions of their privacy, 


and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and H. ouse of Representa- 
tives of the U ied States of America in Congress assembled, 
That (a) chapter 71 of title 5, United States Code, is 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following new 
subchapter IIT: | s 3 

“SUBCHAPTER III—EMPLOYEE RIGHTS 


“§ 7171. Policy 


“Tt is the policy of the United States, as an employer, 
to assure that those officials of Executive agencies charged

to wabrait to or comply with any requirement, re- 
quest, or action prohibited by this subsection; or 
“(B) the exercise by the employee of any 
right, entitlement, benefit, or other protection 
granted or secured by this section and section 7175 
of this title. . 
“(b) The provisions of subsection (a) of this section do 
not apply to— 
(1) the Central Intelligence Agency ;

may recommend to the Congress. 
The exemption recommended by the President and trans- 
mitted to the Congress under paragraph (4) of this sub- 
section shall become effective at the end of the first period 


of 30 calendar days of continuous session of the Congress 


after the date on which the recommendation is transmitted 
unless, between the date of transmittal and the end of the 


30-day period, either the committee of the House of Repre-

mendation has been referred adopts a resolution which specifi- 
cally disapproves tho exemption so recommended and trans-

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mitted. The continuity of a session is broken only by an ad- 
journment of the Congress sine die. The days on which 
cither House is not in session ‘because of an adjournment of 


more than 3 days to a day certain are excluded in the compu-

“(ce) (1) An employee of, or an applicant for employ- 
ment in, ai Executive agency who claims to be aggrieved by 
a violation or threatened violation of subsection (a) of this 
section is entitled to file a grievance with the agency con- 
cerned not later than 15 days after the date of the violation 
or threatened violation.

eae (A) the decision on the grievance by the Execu- 

tive agency is adverse to the employee or applicant; or 

.“(B) after 60 days from the date the grievance is 
filed the Executive agency has not issued a decision on 
the grievance;

the Board on Employee Rights not later than 15 days after 
the adverse decision or the expiration of the 60-day period,
